Gov. George Deukniejian has proclaimed this 
week, Apr. 15-20, as Earthquake Preparedness 
Week. With that in mind. The News has gathered 
some information concerning earthquake drills, 
what to do and what not to do in case an 
earthquake strikes and what Sierra Madre officials 
are doing about the possible hazard. 

Anyone wishing to know how prepared he or 
she is for an earthquake, should dial 1-800- 
FOR YOGI and the famous Yogi Bear, courtesy 
of Hanna Barbera Productions, Inc., will talk 
about quake safety. That toll-free number will 
be open during the entire month of April. 

Last Wednesday, the second in a series of 
training exercises was scheduled at the police de¬ 
partment and, according to Sierra Madre Police 
Chief Bill Betts, those area groups who participa¬ 
ted were the Sierra Madre Police, Fire and Medical 
Unit, Search and Rescue Team and Sierra Madre 
and Pasadena Chapters of the Red Cross. 

“These exercises arc designed to test the capabi¬ 
lity and develop necessary procedures to provide 
maximum assistance to citizens. Other departments 


will include public works, parks and recreation 
and the library,” Betts said. 

“Disaster preparedness is not limited to the 
above agencies but rather includes the whole com¬ 
munity and all of its volunteer organizations as 
well as individual participation. One important 
segment to be developed in these exercises is a 
parks and recreation participation volunteer pro¬ 
cessing center. This center will identify volun¬ 
teers and their skills and refer them to the ap¬ 
propriate operating agency,” Betts continued. 

The drill last Wednesday involved the training 
of these agencies to work not as individual units, 
but as a single unit as an emergency operation 
center. The exercises also measured recall, effec¬ 
tiveness in tabletop exercises in which members 
of all agencies were contacted to determine the 
response capabilities. 

Betts said the first two exercises were very 
productive and the staff was very pleased with the 
working relationship between the departments and 
the ability to come together on one major prob-

The Sierra Madre City Council at their last 
regular meeting voted a pay raise for all city 
employees except the police dept, that equals a 
4®/o increase across the board, a 2.5% salary 
increase and 1.6% benefits. 

An impasse public hearing of the police dept, 
is scheduled for the next regular council meeting, 
Apr. 23. 

The city will also pay 5% of the employee’s 
7% contribution to Public Employees’ Retirement 
System. The compensation is effective retroactively, 
as of Dec. 23, 1984. 

Monthly administration salaries are as follows: 
city administrator, $3220; chief of police, $2902; 
city engineer/director of public works, $2226; 
deputy director of finance, $1801; city librarian, 
$2021; city clerk, $204; city treasurer, $204; and 
director of community services, $1442. 

Classified positions will receive their compen¬ 
sation to be effective through Jan. 4, 1986. The 
city is paying .6% of the employee’s cost of 
participation in the State Disability Insurance Prog¬ 
ram.

I guess that I had fallen into a state 
of complacency as I assume most people 
have because there is a lot of coverage 
in the media about the relief efforts going 
on there. I thought that it was being 
handled. Yet, people are still dying like 
flies in Africa. Mothers losing child after 
child. But what can we do?

Its purpose is to create the political will 
to end starvation and to give people a 
chance to really make a difference in 
ending world hunger.

Part of the thing that 
keeps starvation locked in place is that we 
think it is inevitable. It is not. There is 
sufficient technology today to feed the 
worlds’ population. All that needs to be 
done is for us to become educated about 
hunger and then create the political will to 
end it. 

Only part of the relief comes from 
private organizations; governments supply 
most of the food for the starving nations. 
Unfortunately, the governments have been 
slow to act. By putting pressure on our 
government officials, relief action can be 
accelerated. Simply call or write your 
senators and representatives and request 
they support all hunger emergency relief 
bills. 

The thing that is most needed is a 
working together between governments to 
eliminate starvation.

Protect pets from 
snakes in the grass 

While spring brings much to be enjoy¬ 
ed, it also prompts the Southern Califor¬ 
nia Veterinary Medical Association 
(SCVMA) to warn pet owners that the ad¬ 
vent of warmer weather brings with it the 
usual seasonal increase in snakes as they 
emerge from hibernation, increasing the 
risk that pets may be bitten as they in¬ 
vestigate what looks like an interesting 
new playmate. All bites from a poisonous 
reptile are serious, since the venom can 
cause extensive destruction of the tissue, 
sometimes requiring skin grafts or even 
amputation. 

Dogs are bitten on the average of 10 
times more frequently than humans, large¬ 
ly because they are naturally inquisitive 
creatures. Dogs and cats are most often 
bitten on the head, horses and cattle 
usually on the legs or head. 

Bites on the nose and head can be 
disastrous, because of the tremendous 
swelling which rapidly occurs, putting 
pressure on the nostrils and windpipe. As 
a result, the animal finds it difficult, if 
not impossible to breathe. 

Should your pet be bitten, it is im¬ 
portant to keep it quiet. The bitten limb 
should then be immobilized and a loose 
tourniquet applied to impede the spread of 
venom without cutting off circulation of 
the blood. Following emergency treat¬ 
ment, it is imperative that the animal re¬ 
ceive professional treatment from the 
nearest veterinarian. 

Ideally, every owner should take pre¬ 
cautions beforehand. Anyone living in 
areas known to be inhabited by snakes 
should take care to eliminate conditions 
attractive to them, such as overgrowth 
or woodpiles. The premises should also 
be regularly inspected for any signs of 
reptiles. 

If your pet is bitten despite such pre¬ 
cautions, don’t panic. By remaining calm, 
giving good on-the-spot emergency care, 
and obtaining prompt foliow-up care from 
a veterinarian, the prognosis is almost 
always favorable.

I noticed 
that although they did 
restate and confirm the 
problem very succinctly, 
no proposals for so¬ 
lutions were pronounced.

Even though 1 am new 
to this arena, 1 am 
throwing out some ideas 
towards a constructive 
solution. These thoughts 
are certainly not intend¬ 
ed to be offensive to 
anyone, and 1 would wel¬ 
come better suggestions. 

It seems that with a 
problem of this mag¬ 
nitude, we must go to 
our legislators — write to 
them as individuals, as 
organizations, or as a 
lobbying body. Perhaps 
even the insurance com¬ 
panies could lobby. 
(There seems to be enough 
money for magnificent 
buildings. Why not some 
money for a lobbyist to 
present our cause?) 

What would we ask of 
the legislature? 1. How 
about a ceiling on court

How 
about pressure on our 
attorneys to review their 
ethics before taking and/ 
or soliciting cases? 
3. How about revoking 
the rule that says 1% 
liability can pay 100% 
of the damages if the 
1% party happens to 
have the “deep pocket 
money”? 4. How about 
educating all of us who 
may be prospective jur¬ 
ors to the fact that large 
awards cost all of us? 
5. And — perhaps the 
most controversial of all — 
how about going to a 
“zoning” system where 
cities who have few 
“sue-happy” people get 
lower rates than areas 
where suits are not lim¬ 
ited to reasonable issues 
and causes? Is it possible 
that 20% of us are doing 
80% of the suing? 

Sierra Madre is low in 
crime rate — could the 
City Council achieve 
some negotiation for 
lower insurance rates?

Radio tower — 
good reason, 
bad location 

The following letter 
was sent to the U.S. 
Forest Service with a 
copy to the Sierra Madre 
News. Ed. 

This letter is a protest 
to the proposed 290’ ra¬ 
dio tower north of our 
city. 

We realize that station 
KMAX is very interest¬ 
ed in expanding its lis¬ 
tening area and to do 
so they need a higher 
tower. Certainly their 
need for more business is 
also understandable. On 
those points they have 
our understanding and 
sympathy. The place 
they wish to put their 
new tower is where they 
lose our support. 

If it is now so ne¬ 


cessary that they install a 
higher tower, why don’t 
they look to the Mt. 
Wilson area where all the 
others are? There would 
then be little or no doubt 
of their reaching a lar¬ 
ger audience. 

The suggested place¬ 
ment area would not 
contribute to the beauty 
of our mountains. As re¬ 
portedly stated in Mr. 
Hawkins’ report, con¬ 
struction of the tower 
would result in a sig¬ 
nificant increase in po¬ 
tential aviation safety 
problems which would 
be solved by obstruction 
lighting and marking. 
That comment seems a 
little silly. A point 290’ 
above ground level on 
that mountain side is not 
only too low for an air¬ 
craft, it is probably too 
late. The lighting would 
do little more than mark 
the point-of-impact. 

Bright painting (red 
and white), plus the night 
lighting with flashing 
lights on a 290’ tower 
will have an impact on 
the general environment. 
Environmental impact 
reports can be written to 
relJect just about what 
the desired results are to 
be. 1 am not accusing 
Mr. Hawkins of any 
such action. 1 do believe, 
however, he needs to 
take another look at the 
impact this proposed 
tower will have on the 
environment. We will 
appeal any action taken 
to install the tower.

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“Kitty-Cat Hair Care” 


Weekly combing and brushing of your 
cat’s coat will prevent your pet from swallow¬ 
ing large amounts of loose hair when he 
cleans himself, thus preventing the formation 
of “hairballs.” Hairballs can disturb your cat’s 
intestinal system. 

For both short- and long-haired cats, the 
method of grooming is basically the same. 
Place your cat on a towel or newspaper to 
catch loose hair, and begin by using a fine¬ 
toothed comb to remove mats or tangles. If 
you need to cut out a tight mat with scissors, 
be absolutely sure that you have separated 
skin from hair (skin often gets pulled up 
inside a mat). As you comb, be gentle and 
avoid pulling or nipping your cat’s skin, other¬ 


wise you’ll be left with an unwilling par¬ 
ticipant to any future grooming attempts! 

After you have finished combing, wet your 
hands with water and massage your cat’s fur. 
This will loosen and pull off dead hair. This 
' is a good point to look for any problems on 
your cat’s skin — cuts, sores, parasites or 
flaky skin. 

Brush your cat by starting at his head 
and continuing to his tail. Use long strokes, 
taking off as much loose hair as possible. A 
metal slicker brush works well, or you might 
try a rubber brush. 

As you are brushing, you may notice a 
build-up of static electricity on your pet. A 
nylon or silk stocking rubbed over your cat’s 
coat will help to remove this electricity. 

To finish, try a few brush strokes against 
the lay of the hair. This will add shine and 
conditioning. 

Regular combing and brushing keeps your 
pet healthy and sleek. He will be the envy 
of all the neighborhood cats!

21 . Situated on top of a 
3.5-acre site in the San 
Rafael Heights is a spec¬ 
tacular l udor mansion 
built in 1929 for Jack 
Atkin. 

Atkin first came to 
C'alifornia at the age ol 
14 by working his way 
around the horn as a 
cabin boy on a clipper 
ship, fifty years later, 
his dream of owning a 
castle came true when he 


commissioned the noted 
architect, Paul R. Wil¬ 
liams, to design the 
beautiful brick and slate 
Tudor mansion. 

The mansion, with its 
elaborately carved quar¬ 
ter-sawn oak panels, 
vaulted ceilings, marble 
floors and leaded glass 
windows, cost SWi mil¬ 
lion to complete. 

Paul Williams incor¬ 
porated many influences 
from the British arts and 
crafts period into the de¬ 
sign of the home.

Architects. His list of

Final segment of water series 


This IS the last in a senes of articles on the 
ramifications and consequences of our participation 
in the San Gabriel Valles Municipal Water Dis¬ 
trict. Ed. 

Sierra Madre belongs to an independent, four- 
^its ssater district to -Ahich Sierra .Madre property 
owners paid a tax rate this year four times great¬ 
er than .Monrovia property 0 '*ners *ho belong to 
the .Metropolitan Water District, and seven times 
greater than San Marino, 'Ahich also belongs to 
MWD 

Charlie Martin is our ;ity attorney now. and 
Aas our city attorney in 195“ Ahen the four- 
,ity district Aas form.ed. He describes himself as a 
"reluctant bride” in the affair 1' Aas formed, 
he says, by a negative group opposed to .MWD, 
the so-called giant octopus. The district’s founders, 
he said, had a near-phobia about ‘‘drinking or 
spreading .MWD -Aater," Ahich at that time Aas 
.olely comprised of Colorado River Aater. 

He exressed the opinion that negative groups 
u.ually turn out to be more expensive and have 
more problems than those Aho seek to find co¬ 
operative means of solving their differences. 


Ralph Rule, -Aho Aa.s a councilm.an and m.ayor 
off and on for 11 of the formative years of the 
district, recalls, “We tried to get out of the 
district a number of limes. We made numerous 
overtures to .MW D, Ajthout success. 1 have alAays 
been against belonging to ‘the four maverick cities,’ 
and still am. In my opinion. Ae never should 
ha.e joined and our chances of getting Aater to 
S.erra .Madre, 1 believe, are remote." 

.Myron Johnson, a director of the district for 
over 16 years, is panicularly concerned Aith the 
pollution of the San Gabriel Ba^in Ahere the 
district spreads its Aater. He states that it is 
being poisoned by both cities and industry in the 
area and he is fighting to get the district to pro- 
.ess all if its state Feather River Aater above 
ground Ahere it Aould not be polluted by per¬ 
colating into a “contaminated” basin. 

This Aould entail construction of a treatment 
plant — another considerable expense to the district 
and its taxpayers. 

Sierra Madre pumps from the East Raymond 
Basin, Ahich is not polluted and Johnson’s con¬ 
cern raises yet another question: Aould Ae Aant to 
pollute our “second best Aater in the world” with 


supplemental water from a “poisoned” basin? 

If Johnson’s solution were adopted, pipelines 
would also have to be constructed from the dis¬ 
trict’s treatment plant to ser.e Sierra Madre and the 
other three cities, adding still more considerable 
expense. 

Prescott Lieberg, chairman of the distria’s 
board of directors, sees a tremendous advantage 
in being a par: of a small, independent district 
because “we have local control and a guaranteed 
source of good water.” 

The 19"2 bond issue, however, would seem to 
refute the advantage to Sierra Madre of “local 
control.” Having one vote in five would appear 
to be not all that different from having one vote 
in 130, if your vote is in the minority. .And if 
Director Johnson is correct, the “guaranteed source 
of good water” would become poisoned as soon 
as it percolated into the San Gabriel Basin, from 
whence Sierra Madre would transport it to our un¬ 
polluted East Raymond Basin. 

Bernard Westkamper, our elected represen¬ 
tative to the district, states that in his opinion we 
have no choice but to continue with our district 
because “we have a lot of money already in¬ 
vested in it and the chances of getting out are 
very remote.” He hopes that eventually the district 
and .VIW D m.ay work out a cooperative arrangement

for Sierra .Madre. 

In the meantime, we are paying a very high 
“insurance policy” and have no arrangement to se¬ 
cure supplemental water if we should need it. 

Our City Council has no liaison to our 
district. It has been Mated that ihi.s is because 
we have an elected representative who attends 
district meetings. We do have a liaison to the 
Upper San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water District, 
however, which is a niemher of MWD and whose 
actions do not affect Sierra Madre taxpayers in 
anv way. 

Obviously, we cannot withdraw from our 
district. We can, however, insist that we have a 
council liaison to our district, since its actions so 
drastically affect our taxpayers, and that both our 
City Council and our elected representative demand 
an arrangement NOW for Sierra Madre to receive 
supplemental water at no greater cost than the other 
three cities in our district. 

Otherwise, through paying the same tax rate 
as the rest of the district, taking no water and 
allowing the district to entertain a plan which would 
necessitate exhorbitant pumping expenditures, we 
are truly the step-child who is subsidizing the other 
three members who do take water and pump it 
from their own basin at minimal cost.

lem and work effectively to solve all problems. 
They discovered what areas need improvement both 
in procedures and training. 

“Future exercises will continue throughout the 
year. The police department does the training and 
follows up within departments. Department heads 
set special training as needs are determined,” Betts 
explained. “1 hope that by the end of the year, 
a full-blown dress rehearsal in which the whole 
town is involved is possible.” 

Here are a few rules that families should re¬ 
member: 

Things to do: 

• Stay calm. Turn on your portable radio for 
emergency bulletins. 

• If you smell gas of see smoke, get everyone 
out of the house and turn off the gas and 
electricity at the main meters. 

• Treat all injured with basic first aid. 

• Turn off appliances. 

• Check on pets and tie them up if they are loose. 

• If you are in your car, stop and stay where 
you are until emergency vehicles come. 


Things not to do: 

• Do not walk around barefoot. 

• Do not use the telephone. 

• Do not leave. Stay where you are unless you 
are in danger. Then move outside well away from 
hazards. 

• Do not use water on electrical or gas fires. 
Use fire extinguisher. 

Beforo the earthquake arrives, here are 
a few facts to remember, 
e Check your home and workplace for 
hazards, such as tall, unsecured furniture, 
hanging plants and heavy objects on high 
shelves. 

e Store emergency food, water and supplies, 
such as flashlights, a portable, battery-operated 
radio, extra batteries, first aid kit and book, a 
wrench (for turning off gas and water) and 
hardsoled shoes. 

Chief Betts also urges families to conduct 
earthquake drillsfrom time to time so everyone 
will be accustomed to taking the precautions ne¬ 
cessary in case of a real emergency. 

Each family member should know the safe 
spots in each room such as a strong doorway, 
under a sturdy table and bracing oneself in an 


inside corner of the house. 

Danger zones in each room include: windows 
and other glass areas; bookcases and heavy fur¬ 
niture, heating units, stoves and refrigerators. 

Earthquake drill

As a part of earthquake preparedness week, 
all L.A. County schools held practice drills Mon- 
da\. 

At 10:45 a.m., three long warning bells filled 
the school's quiet halls. Teachers, not informed of 
this scheduled drill, calmly gave their students 
the “drop” command which sent students under 
desks and tables for safe cover. Eyes and necks 
covered, students waited silently for the signal to 
ev acuate the building. 

Students and teachers were not aware that nor¬ 
mal exits had been blocked. Here and there, 
pieces of rope were used to simulate downed power 
lines. 

Several students were secretly removed from 
their classes to form a missing children’s group. 

The evacuation bell blared and classes left 


for the safety of the playgrounds. Teachers had to 
use alternate exits when they realized the normal 
exits were blocked. Teachers gave instructions to 
lines of children to step around the fallen power 
lines. 

Once students arrived safely to the wide open 
space of the playground, teachers checked attend¬ 
ance rosters to find their missing pupils. When all 
students were accounted for, the drill ended. On 
hand for the drill were all of Sierra Madre’s 
emergency crews.
